MANILA. July 
16—Following 


almost continuous conferences for 
48 hours at the home of Manuel 
Quezon, president of the senate and 
Filipino political l&der, the Philip- 
pine cabinet, with the exception of 
Vice Governor Eugene A. Gilmore, 
who is secretary of public instruc- 
tion, signed a document tendering 
their resignations which was sub- 
mitted to Governor General Leon- 
ard Wood today. 


This marks a crisis in the rela- 


tionship between the governor gen- 
eral and native Filipinos In the 
government which has been strain- 
ed some months and presents a 
problem that probably only con- 
gress or the president will be able 
to solve. 


The resignations came as a cul- 


mination of a quarrell between Sec* 
retary of the Interior Laurel and 
Governor General Leonard Wood. 


La~» el resigned Saturday because 
Governor Wood had requested him 
to reinstate officer Conley, bead of 
the American detective squad op- 
erating against gambling. Conley 
had been prosecuted by Laurel on 
what was alleged to have been a 
"frame up" of gambling interests 
asamst the officer. 


More To Resign 


It was understood 
today that 


Quezon and Speaker Rosas of the 
house, will tender 
their resigna- 


tions from the board of control of 
which Governor Wood is the third 
member, 
thus leaving Governor 


Wood without 
constitutional co- 


operators 
in the conduct 
of the 


government. 
Since Quezon controls the legis- 


lature that body is not expected to 
gooperate with the governor gener- 
al.Mayor Fernandez 
also resigned 


today. Apparently Senator Quezon 
is the moving spirit in the effort to 
shear the governor general of his 
powers. 
Governor Wood's offices had no 


comment to make early today. It 
was understood an effort was be- 
ing made to patch up the differ- 
ences existing over 
the reinstate- 


ment of officer Conley, American 
head of the gambling squad. Con- 
ley was prosecuted by Secretary of 
the interior Jose Laurel 
on what 


was 
declared 
to have 
been a 


"frame up" and when the prosecu- 
tion failed. Governor Wood asked 
his reinstatement. 
Peculiar Development 


A peculiar development is that 


the same board which recommend- 
ed Conley's reinstatement now rec- 
ommends his discharge. Governor 
Wood stated he was puzzled over 
this change of attitude. 


A strong possibility existed to- 


day that the outward 
break 
be- 


tween the governor and the cabi- 
net may be patched up, but it was 
conceded that 
at the bottom the 


situation was serious.

congress when 
it reconvenes

December, the disabled 
American 
veterans announced 
today. 
The 


outstanding features of this pro- 
gram, to which congress is expect- 
ed to grfe prompt 
consideration 
are: 


Five Actions Asked 
1—Passage ot a bonus bill 
2—Establishment 
of 
special 


committees on veterans affairs in 
both houses. 


3—Passage of a bill providing 


for the modification of all veteran 
laws. 


4—Retirement of disabled emer- 
gency- officers on 
the same basis 
as regular army officers. 


5—Amendment of existing civil 


service laws so that disabled vet- 
erans who have attained a passing 
grade in a civil service examina- 
tion to be placed at the 
head of 
the eligible list. 


The organization at its third an- 


nual convention at 
Minneapolis, 


went thoroughly over 
the ground 


of hospitalizatlon, 
insurance and 


rehabilitation and legislation cov- 
ering these phases of the ex-service 
men's problems, will be incorpor- 
ated in the legislative program 


The organization will urge that 


a veteran who has 
been or who 


shall be hospitalised for a period 
of 12 consecutive months shall be 
rated as totally or permanently 
disabled. When he has been so rat- 
ed he shall receive the same fam- 
ily allowance as now given to vet- 
erans bureau trainees. Enactment 
of a law will be aeked to provide 
hospital care and treatment for all 
sen-ice men regardless of the or- 
igin of the disability. 


To Aid Disabled Vets 
Legislation also will be sought 


providing for an extension 
of the 


present three year period or pre- 
sumption for tubercular and neu- 
ropyschiatric disabilities develop- 
ing within a period of three years 
after the date of discharge of that 
all disabilities .be construed, if de- 
veloping within a period of three 
years or more after 
the date of 


discharge as "due to military ser- 
vice."

PBOFIT VEBSTJS SERVICE—SOMETHING FOB 


THE FARMER TO THINK ABOUT 


We frequently notice cartoons indicating that tlic 


cause of our industrial troubles are the twins— high 
prices and high wages — and these in one form or an- 
other are always represented as the Katzenjammer 
Kids, making life miserable for legitimate business and 
the common people. 


[We do not say for a moment that these two are 


not factors and that they are not important factors. 
but certainly if they are going to be mentioned at alL 
they should never be represented as twins, for they 
•should always remember that "big profits" is the 
third in the triumvirate. Instead of being twins, they 


/ are triplets. 
, * 


Profit is the object of the manager, 'it is the <fce- 


termination of the directors. It is the hope of the 
Stockholders. Not only is a profit wanted, but since 
the beginning of the war, the old time profits are not 
considered adequate at all. Margins of profit must be 
made larger regardless of what sacrifices are necessary 
for them to be made larger. The profits on the money 
invested and the profits on the labor invested combined, 
Increase the price of the product to the consumer. 


When the directors seek a loan at the bank they 


take -with them, usually, their financial statement, if 
not, they are sent back to their office for it, and if a 
profit is being made a loan can be secured. The profit 
may not be necessarily the basis of the loan, but it is the 
assurance that the loan will be paid without difficulty. 
So the bank determines the success of the institution by 
the profit. 


What is this profit? It is the marginal difference 


between the total expense in the production of the ar- 
ticle and the price obtained for the article or articles. 
So the theory is to buy everything in the cheapest pos- 
sible way and sell it for the highest possible price. In 
other words, get the largest amount you can for your 
money and get the largest amount of money for the 
least of your product. These are the fundamental prin- 
ciples of business and the distinction between the good 
business man and the poor business man is determined 
by how well he can do these things. If he is a good 
salesman he can unload a small amount of goods for a 
large amount of money. If he is not, he cannot do so 
and he fails. 


The wage earners have learned this principle of the 


profit system and they are applying the same prin- 
ciples of business to their labor which the employer has 
been applying to his business. He is getting the larg- 
est amount for his product and giving the least amount 
of his product that he can. We are not saying that all 
of them are doing this, nor are all business men doing 
the other, but. just in proportion as they are doing it 
they are making successes in their income and in their
